Governor John M. Parker, Bx-Offido President of the Board of Adminis- 
trators, Charity Hospital of Louisiana, Baton Rouge, La. 

Your Excellency: 

Analyzing the work accomplished by the Charity Hospital during the 
year 1922, one is amazed at the great strides taken, and appreciation is 
felt for those whose labors contributed to this progress. 

Thanks must be given to the General Assembly of the State of Lou- 
isiana, for they allowed an increase in our appropriation beginning July 1st 
We are also grateful to you for your efforts in securing the special ap- 
propriation of one hundred thousand dollars, part of which was used tor 
?S5i neW o^T b " ildin .K< and a P art fn r making up the deficit for the vear 
J .1-1. But for these increases, some sections of the hospital would of ne- 
cessity have been closed, since the increase in patients was greater than 
the increased appropriation as shown by an actual reduction in the per 
capita cost. This reduction is eight cents lower than our per capita cost 
in 1921, which brings it down to $1.53. We know of no hospital in Amer- 
ica of this size that operates under $3.00 per patient per day. 

The Superintendent's report eovers all details of the hospital admin- 
istration and improvements so completely that it would be but a repetition 
for me to review that field. However, its importance is so great that we 
must not fail to note the fact that the hospital is entirely euinped with 
automatic sprinklers. For more than five years, this need has been the 
principal theme of the Vice-President's reports, expressing the fears that 
all former boards have had of a great conflagration which have now been 
i^ZJ; n h ' S e 1. u 'P ment »vm the State ahout a thousand dollars a year 
in insurance premiums, and the entire cost was paid out of contributions!

In addition to his business ability, Dr. Leake must 
be commended for the many improvements he has made for the benefit 
pf the patients. 

At the last session of the Legislature, our License fee law was revised, 
which has since increased our revenues from that source; this is lai 
due to careful and persistent work of our secretai y-lieaaurer, Mr. I- . W. 
Matthews In ali other ways he has administered his office in a careful 
and consistent manner, and I extend to him my hearty appreciation. 

I would be remiss did I not mention the medical and surgical staff 
and express my appreciation for their untiring efforts in treating the pa- 
tients in the hospital. 

Sister Stanislaus, our Directress of Nurses, is most decidedly to be 
congratulated on her work in the hospital. Her management of her de- 
nartment is most efficient, and in every way she is an unfailing source of 
strength. Under her direction, the Nurses' School has grown and devel- 
oped remarkably and additions have been made to the curriculum which 
mark a decided advance. 

I wish to take this opportunity of thanking the Masons, the Elks and 
other fraternal organizations for their geiu>rou> donations during the 
year Our gratitude is especially due to the Elks, who, through the spirit 
I.f kindliness for which they are noted, donated a Christmas tree to the 
Milliken children.

It might not be amiss to aay 
that at no time during the history of the Hospital has sueh a thorough 
understanding existed between the Board of Administrators, the Superin- 
tendent and the Visiting Stall'. With this spirit of CO-operatio 
firmly established, it should not be considered an unlikely prophecy to 
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say that Charity Hospital is destined to become one of the foremost 
hospitals in the country. 

A striking example of the interest shown by the Visiting Staff was 
displayed during the past summer when a committee accompanied the 
Board of Administrators to Baton Rouge and appeared before the Legis- 
lature with a view to increasing the appropriation. This plea before 
the Legislature, while not entirely successful, did result in a substantial 
increase for maintenance. Looking back, we realize that it was this 
increase alone that made it possible to administer the Hospital at all 
for the increase in patients was greater than the increase in dollars and 
tents, and a study of the accompanying statistical report shows an actual 
decrease in per capita cost. We are not proud of this decrease. In fact, 
it is a rather sure indication that we are not doing everything we should 
for our patients, since a comparison with the per capita cost of other hos- 
pitals shows that our is appreciably lower than every hospital whose statis- 
tics have been available to us. 

The request for increased appropriation for improvements was not 
granted, and while the Board of Administrators is to be complimented 

ts iicrseveranee and persistency in appearing before the State Tax 
< ..in mi ssi ..n, the Legislature, the State Board of Liquidation and the 
Governor, the fact remains that no funds were provided, and unless 
the State appropriates the money, some form of a State campaign must 
be put on, for several improvements are imperative. These improvements 
were urged in the Superintendent's report a year ago, and the need is 
keenly fell at present. A new dormitory must be provided for the 
internes for their present quarters are entirely inadequate. An addition 
must be built to the Nurses' Home; the present Home is filled to capacity 
While there arc needa for approximately one hundred more nurses This 
is a serious condition and one not to be passed lightly. The present 
Home was built in 1901 and is inadequate for the needs of 1923, 

The chief purpose of every hospital is to render efficient service to its 
patients; probably next in importance is the building of the highest 
possible standard of medical education. We have this dual obligation 
to perform, and I believe that the majority of the profession in New 
Orleans and in many parts of the state will acknowledge the great benefits 
derived from being associated with Charity Hospital, and feel that the 
Hospital in no little way has contributed to their skill and greatness. 

As to the service to the patient, this is accomplished in two ways 
first, the direct contact with the patient, and, secondly, the betterment 
and improvement of the hospital in ways that ultimately result in benefit 
to th<- patient. For some time there has been a feeling among the staff 
that a decided improvement could be made by an entire reorganization 
of the staff, and a reassignment of the services with a view to more concen- 
M. With such an idea prevailing, a committee of the staff was 
appointed to confer with the Superintendent to outline this most diffi- 
cult task. Too much praise cannot be given the committee for their pains- 
taking and laborious efforts. No detail was too small for their consider- 
ation, and no time begrudged for the crystallization of this plan. While 
toe work of the committee has not been completed, I am happy in the 
belief that a decided improvement will be the reward of their labors. 

The improvements in the hospital have been many, and while most 
will be only briefly mentioned, some seem to be of such importance that 
they are worthy of description. Foremost of all is the addition to the 
new clinic, consisting of a third story addition to Clinic No. 1 and a new 
three-story annex. The building will be completed about April 1st, and 
will prove to be the most outstanding improvement in the last few yi 
This building will be used for the out-door clinic patients and in addition 
will have quarters for the social service department, the clinics, the 
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accident service, the admitting room and the clerk's office. These depart- 
ments will be centralized in one building which wilt prove advantageous. 
The special feature will be the bringing together of all clinic patients 
in one building. Both ambulance and ambulatory accident cases will 
be admitted through the Howard Street entrance, relieving the condition 
of having patients coming through the front entrance. It is contemp 
employing a unit history system and having the patients' histories accom- 
pany them when admitted to the Hospital. This will eliminate duplication 
of records and will amount to a considerable saving to the Hospital. 

An improvement of note is the equipping of practically the entire 
Hospital with a sprinkler system. In addition to this precaution, fire 
hydrants have been placed on the Hospital grounds and engine crews 
of 'lie city department have been made familiar with their location. At 
night red oil lanterns are hung on the hydrants so that they may be readily 
found should our electric light system be incapacitated. In addition to 
this a special bell has been installed in the nearest city fire engine house, 
which is only a half block away, and one in the power house so that 
in ease of emergency every precaution has been taken. Most of our 
buildings are old and not fire-proof, but the Administrators should pride 
themselves on these precautions which have forestalled a potentially 
inestimable number of catastrophes. The cost of the installation comes 
fioni personal donation, so, in addition to reduced fire risk, it is a distinct 
saving of a considerable amount to the State on the decreased insurance 
premium. 

A new hot water system has been installed. Besides being more 
efficient than the old system, it will result in a decided saving in fuel, 
for a central heater is now used where formerly five were employed. In 
summer most of the water can be heated with exhaust steam and probably 
at night the boilers will not be in constant use as formerly. Our boilers 
continue to give satisfaction and no further trouble is "experienced in 
the burning out of arches. 

Some of the improvements which might be mentioned briefly are the 
aing of the Nurses' Home; new plumbing, consisting of hot and 
cold water mains in Milliken Building; new dressing room in the Milliken; 
new rest room for nurses on night duty; new elevator in Milliken; tiling 
of doctors' dining room, plaster room and Milliken basement; tiling of 
diet kitchen and entire new equipment; three entirely new cystascopic 
rooms; the installation of a physio-therapy department which has func- 
tioned splendidly in spite of cramped space; wood floor in Ambulance 
House for the drivers' dormitory; provision made for the grazing and 
exercising ol the horses for the Pathological Department; new milk 
room and the installation of a Frigidair machine, which is a complete 
refrigerating system for the milk for the Milliken babies; the installation 
of flush valves in all the toilets in the Main and Milliken Buildings; the 

illation of several new sterilizers; new water lines to clinics; new tank 

sterile water in Milliken; new screened vestibule for the entrance to 
the Main Building; new art dome for the Milliken; new lDx!2 b'ike oven 
with an oil burning equipment. In addition, the Milliken Main Building and 
the exterior of the Miles Ampitheatre were painted; a new addition was 
made to the laundry to use for a marking- room; a new dining room was 
made for the help. 

No attempt will be made to go into details, for the different depart- 
ments have submitted the accompanying reports showing the improvements 
made in each branch of the Hospital. It is worthy of note that there was 
a big increase in the work of the Pathological Department laboratory and 
the X-Ray laboratory. The Hay Fever Clinic doubled last year. It 
might be interesting to note that there were 354,833 patient days in the 
Hospital and a total of 133,730 visits to the out-patient clinic, making a 
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total which would represent 488,363 treatments for the year. This does 
not include the accident service in the Miles Ampitheatre. 

A year ago it was prophesied that in a short time an occupational 
therapy department would be in operation here. Plans are still going 
forward for [his department, and a worker is being trained along the 
most advanced lines. We sincerely hope a short lime more will see the 
work in lull swing. 

We are again indebted to our many friends for their generous 
donations during the year. Their gifts include not only money, but 
supplies of all kinds, and a contribution of time and service in many 
ways. Among such donors is the real estate firm of Derbes and Boy. They 
render very valuable assistance with a volunteer automobile service 
by means of which convalescent patients are taken home. This service 
began in August, 1H22, and up through December this service handled 
136 cases. 

On December 15th, l!)22, Sister Mary Joseph died in the Hospital after 
a period of ill health which laeted several years. Sister Mary Joseph 
had been a faithful and devoted worker in this Hospital for forty-two 
years, most of which had been spent in the colored wards. She is most 
affectionately remembered by all those with whom she came in contact, 
and in her death the Hospital has lost one of its most valued friends. ' 

A change has been made whkh affects the stalf of House Officers 
This change will be effective on July 1st. At the present time ; 
are two house surgeons and two medical officers, and their terms are an 
indefinite length of time. On July 1st an assistant house surgeon will be 
added to the surgical staff, making a staff of three. Their terms of 
office will consist of three years. It is to be arranged so that the senior 
will go ..ut of office, the junior surgeon and assistant promoted to senior 
and junior respectively and a new assistant taken on each year. The 
will hold true of the house medical officers, except that the staff 
will consist of two members and the term of office will be for two years. 
It is planned to select the two assistants each year from the class of 
senior internes if possible. This should be quite an incentive to the 
internes, and will result in much benefit to the Hospital in every way. 

The Hospital is most deeidely to be congratulated on the personnel 
of its Board of Administrators. They are efficient, loyal and faithful 
workers, and their co-operation has made it possible to progress unmis- 
takably. These men have the gratitude of the entire staff of the Hospital, 
and the work they have accomplished will be a perpetual monument to 
them. 

This report would be incomplete without an acknowledgment of the 
many kind services paid us by the press during the past year. In addition 
to several editorials, a very generous allotment of space has been granted 
us in the news columns, and in all other ways we have been dealt with 
in 8 fair and unprejudiced manner. We are grateful for the spirit shown 
by the newspapers, and take this method of showing our appreciation. 

In conclusion, on behalf of the Hospital, I wish to express apprecia- 
tion to the Visiting Staff, the internes, the sisters and nurses, and all 
other workers for their splendid service and untiring efforts for the Hos- 
pital. The ' the Hospital administration depends largely upon them, 
and the Superintendent acknowledges with gratitude their valuable 
co-operation.

We beg to submit for your consideration the annual report of the 
Charity Hospital Out-Palient Department for the year 1922. During the 
year 40,640 new patients were admitted, and 133,780 visits were made 
to the various clinics, with a daily average of 427, as shown in the 
following schedule:

As will be noted there is a decided increase over the previous year; 
an increase of 6789 in admission and in total visits an increase of 20,547, 

The Department of Surgery had the highest number of admissions, 
11,071 with the total number of visits reaching 39,532. In these cliniss 
6,194 minor operations were performed. The medical clinics increased 
their total visits 4,444 over the previous year. 

Of the individual clinics, the Ear, Nose and Throat, had the largest 
number of admissions 4,939, referring to the Hospital for operation 1077 
patients. The Eye Clinic admitted 2,947 new patients, with total visits 
of 12,721 and 142 patients referred to hospital for operation. 

The Hay-fever Clinic made the greatest gain in numbers; the admis- 
sions 434 and total visits 3,864, doubled that of the previous year. 

Large gains were made in the Genito-Urinary for men and the 
Salvarsan Clinic. The total number of visits increased 4,939. During the 
year 8,061 dos< -phenamine were given against 5,512 of the previ- 

ous year; 275 microscopic examinations were made and 320 patients were 
referred to the Hospital. 

In the Genito-Urinary for women the admissions were slightly lower 
than in 1921, but the consultations and total visits were considerably 
higher. 
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The Gynecology, Obstetrics, Neurology, Dermatology, and Orthopedic 
Clinics all made substantia] gains in admissions and total visits. 

The admissions in the Dental Clinics increased but the number of 
total visits were less. 

The number of tests made in the Clinic Laboratory was 13,223 
against 8,026 in 1921. fj.755 of these were WasseVmann tests. 

The number of X-Rays made was 1,977. This does not include the 
number of X-Ray reports of accident cases referred to the various 
surgical clinics. 

In conclusion we wish to express our sincere appreciation of the gen- 
erous and efficient work nf the visiting staff and their splendid record of 
.'ittendance; to the sisters, social workers and nurses, for their co-opera- 
tion and untiring services to our patients; to the employes for their cheer- 
ful helpfulness and co-operation.

Gentlemen : 

I have the honor of submitting to your board a detailed comparative 

statement of the work done by the Pathological Department for the years 
1921-22. As will be noted, there is an increase of over seventy-live per 
cent in the total number of examinations of all types performed during 
the year 1922, This again stresses the point which I have previously 
made in a number of my yearly reports — the great importance at u 
well-organized conducted pathological department in the scientific diag- 
nosis and treatment of patients. 

It is indeed with pleasure that I report the establishment of a division 
of chemistry, which at the present time is prepared to, anil actually is. 
performing all nature of physiological chemical examinations. This 
addition of a new division to our laboratory places our present organiza- 
tion on a par with that of the best hospitals in the country. 

The division of antitoxin production again shows a healthy increase 
(over :ii><, ) in the output of tetanus and diphtheria antitoxin. To me, 

again proves the wisdom of your board in continuing the functioning 
of this division, as the cost of the antitoxin consumed in our hospital 
at the present time, if purchased on the open biological market, would 
involve an expenditure of at least three times the amount v :ppro- 

priated for the operation of our complete department, 

In considering the needs of the department for the coming year, I 
feel that I would be remiss if I did not call attention of your hoard I 
the very deplorable conditions under which we are obliged to attempt to 
save the very valuable records of the department. Due to lack of Sj 
these records are not properly arranged, and. , are not available 

as they should he for the purpose of eomparativi teal studies by 

irinus members of our staff. I believe it imperative that arrange- 
ments be made to secure some record storage space lor the patholoj 
department. . 

The members of my staff have shown the same unswerving loyalty, 
conscientious application to their duties and faithfulness to our ins! 
tion which have characterized them in the past. I desire to thank them 
for itJieir efforts which have helped me so much in successfully carrying 
through our endeavor- for ilr year 1922,

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Report of the Hay-Fever and Asthma Clinic 

New Orleans, January 27, 1923. 

Dr. W. W. Leake, Superintendent of 
Charity Hospital, 
New Orleans. 

The Hay-Fever and Asthma Clinic was established in 1918, and has 
grown steadily in popularity and attendance, so that the number visiting 
the tri-weekly climes during the fall hay-fever .season of 1922 frequently 
exceeded 100 patients, including both white and colored. In order to treat 
so large a number, it was found necessary to make two divisions of the 
patients which were treated on alternate days. 

The reason for the increased attendance is not only that the Jpod 
results of the immunizing methods are constantly bringing new patients, 
but that the advantages of preventive immunization are better and under- 
stood. 

In order to obtain the maximum of benefit to the patient, and the 
greatest scientific advantages for increasing the successful result- 
items that may be of importance in. the history of the disease, or for the 
immunological treatment, are noted in these records, which include the 
following data: 

1. The age of the patient; the age at which the hay-fever developed 
and its duration. Also sex and color. 

2. The months in which the hay-fever attacks are present, as this is 
a check on the diagnostic tests. 

The residence, as the locality frequently has an important bearing 
on the severity of the attacks, and on the corresponding degree of immunity 
to be attained. 

4. Near relatives who have, or have had, hay-fever or asthma. 

6, The condition of the nose and any operation that may have been 
performed. 

6. Condition of the chest and heart, pulse pressure, urinalvsis. 

7. Report of radiograph of chest (Asthma cases only). 

8. Complications, such as asthma, bronchiti:, affections of the 
accessory sinu- throat, eyes and skin. 

9. Diagnostic tests, first of the three major and five minor groups of 
pollen, and afterwards, if required, of other proteins that may form the 
principal or complicating cause. The results of these tests, indicating 

Sensitivity of the patient, are recorded on a percentage basis, and 
form a constant guide for the immunizing doses. 

10. On the back of the chart, is a complete record of each dose 
administered, including the date, number of units of the pollen extract or 
the amount of vaccine, and whether this is stock or autogenous; the 
name of the manufacturer or laboratory which prepared it. Finally 

;sl clinical notes, such as the degree of the local or general reaction 
dates of seven paroxysms, and the condition of the patient generally. 

Such complete data, and based on so large a number of cases neces- 
tanly has marked clinical value, which is especially important in hay-fever 
and asthma, in which the symptoms, course and seasonal variations ar 
largely influenced by weather anil other extraneous conditions It has 
enabled us each year to improve our methods and to obtain a higher decree 
of success as the results of our treatment.

The year 1922 was a period marked by progress and accomplish- 
ment in the School of Nursing. The course of a] instruction 
has been re-arranged in accordance with the revised curriculum of the 
Louisiana Nurses Board of Examiners. The recent opening of the 
Physiotherapy Department under its efficient director, Miss Bentley 
affords a new field of service for the nurses and lurse 
considerably. In addition to the theoretic instructions in the cla 
the student nurse get- actual experience in the treatment of varic 
so as to correlate instruction with practical experience. 

The general course has been improved by the establishment of an 
elective course which covers ;i period of the last four months of train in* 
Hy means of this course the nurse is able to specialize in any branch ( jf 
nursing which she desires to undertake after graduation-. 

The special services extended tn the nurses in the Laboratory Diet 
Kitchen, Physiotherapy Department, and various dep of th t < 

clinics have been a stimulating feature to women desiring to enter the 
held of nursing. The extending of the Nursing Service to these var 
departments created a i md for nurses. At the instigation of 

Hospital Superintendent, nurses are provided for special duty for ariv 
sick patients who require constant attention.

oi our institution and its requirements, ;nd because of the Training 
hcnool having no separate endowment, we are confronted with

Hospital authorities and the public more strongly than ever before tn 
give this vital point serious consideration. Calls for more nurses in th 
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various departments of the institution are being made daily and Visiting 
Doctors and House Doctors cannot understand why the school does not 
respond to this demand. Too much emphasis cannot be laid upon the 
importance of enlarging the Nurses' Home so that the essential work can 
be carried on regardless ol the general financial condition. 

Daring the past .war some of the nurses' rooms have been provided 
with new furniture. A large mirror was purchased for the main corridor 
on the first floor. Two rugs were bought for the library and one for the 
entrance. A beautiful new parlor lamp was added to the entrance. 
Through the generous policy of Doctor Leake and his keen interest in this 
department, we were able to secure a number of medical reference 
volumes for the Nurses' Library by means of a monthly allowance. A 

room was equipped tor the night nurses in the Milliken Memorial, 
Several swings were provided for the lawn for the comfort of the nurses 
and their friends. 

A survey of the 1922 records of illness was made. The average 
number of days' illness per student per year was four. Since the average 
number of days' illness per person per year in industry is from six to 
nine days, this is a good record. I regret to report that tuberculosis has 
claimed one victim, otherwise the illnesses were insignificant 

In conclusion, we wish to thank the members of the Board for their 
constant interest in the Training School. We owe a debt of gTatitu.de to 
ir Leake. His splendid co-operation elicits our r ad admira- 

Special thanks are due to the Surgical and Medical House Officers 
for their prompt anil devoted attention to our sick nurses. We acknowl- 
edge and keenly appreciate the efforts ol our Lecturing Staff that so will- 
ingly shared the responsibilities in the training of nurses.

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Report of Social Service Department 



Dr. Win. W. Leake, Superintendent, 
Charity Hospital, 

Dear Sir: 

Tin' second year of the Social Service Department as an integral 
part of the hospital has been one of increased activity, the widening 
scope showing a greater realization of the interrelationship of the Medi 
cal and Social Work. 

The function, in part, of the Department has been providing 
Social and Medical background of the patient, interpreting 
directions of the Doctors to the patients in their own homes and seeing 
that the treatment is carried out. Making possible the providing of 
orthopedic appliances, glasses, special nourishment and financial relief 
Arranging for convalescent care. Securing permanent or temporary 
homes for discharged patients. Giving clinical steering to clients of other 
social agencies. Obtaining compensation due injured patients. Smoothing 
over domestic difficulties. In fact, rendering any service to the hospital 
or patient which will tend to restore the patient or family to normalcy 

The Social Service Department Staff, at present, is composed of four 
salaried trained Workers and two stenographers. In February, 19'>2 
an additional Worker was added to the Staff, then numbering' three' 
Later, in May, another Worker was added to take the place of one 
resigning. In August, an assistant stenographer was given the Depart 
nient. A number of Volunteer Workers gave four hundred and twenty- 
two hours of service during the year. 

A Ford Sedan, added in June, has proven valuable in facilitating 
the field work as well as the bringing of emergency cases to the clinic 
This convenience has been augmented by a Volunteer Auto Service th~ 
courtesy of a business firm, who assisted in the transportation of patients 
to their homes, trains and clinic. 

Through a Volunteer Worker, basketry has been taught in the neuro 
logical ward at such times as expedient. 

Several crippled children have been given school instruction bv n 
Volunteer and the Social Service Department hopes in the future tt 
obtain from the School Board an instructor for educational advantage! 
children and youths who must remain in the hospital over a long period
